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traffic violations drop 31 percent!

Traffic ticket violations in 
Romulus are down 31.5 percent 
from the 2002-2003 fiscal year, 
according to figures released 
Monday night at a special meet¬ 
ing regarding the budget 

Debbie Hoffman, city director 
of budget and finance, said that 
fewer traffic violation tickets, as 
well as fewer commercial viola¬ 


tions were issued in the city. 

The drop in the number of 
citations issued has caused a 
decline in revenue for both the 
city and the 34th District Court, 
which serves the community. 

According to Kathleen Trent, 
director of public relations for 
Romulus, Hoffman arrived at 
these figures through an analy¬ 
sis of the previous year as well 
as the current fiscal year 

“The figure is an average of 


the 2002-2003 fiscal year and 
also the current 2003-2004 fiscal 
year,” said Trent “The figure for 
the 2003-2004 year, however, was 
partially projected, because the 
current fiscal year does not end 
until the end of June.” 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he 
was not aware of any reduction 
in traffic tickets written by the 
city police officers. 

“They are not down to my 
knowledge,” said Lambert. “I 


would say that we have stayed 
about the same.” 

However, Lt John Leacher of 
the Romulus Police Department 
said that if the numbers are 
down it could be the result of 
two factors. 

“First, it could be entirely 
possible that there are fewer 
traffic infractions being commit¬ 
ted in Romulus,” said Leacher. 
“On top of that, the number of 
police officers in the city has 


dropped by about 13 in the last 
two years. So it is probably a lit¬ 
tle bit of both.” 

Trent also said that at one 
point there were about a dozen 
officers out on medical leave. 
That number is now down to 
seven, but she said that could 
have contributed to the decline. 

Councilman Bill Wadsworth 
agreed with Leacher.

Educators improve parent participation

It’s a good deal for everybody 
involved. 

The parent/school compact, a 
contract between Romulus ele¬ 
mentary schools and parents is 
proving an effective way to open 
the lines of -communication, 
according to school officials. 

The Parent Induction 
Program was implemented in 
the six schools in September of 
last year by the School/Com¬ 
munity Committee. 

“Our goal is to offer parents a 
forum to ask any questions they 
may have regarding their chil¬ 
dren’s education and at the same 
time introduce new parents to 
the Romulus system,” said 
Phyllis Adkins, Cory Elementary 
School principal and chairper¬ 
son of the School/Community 
Committee. “We are hopeful that 
this program will increase par¬ 
ent participation in our schools 
and give parents the opportunity 


to be involved. 

“The committee has only been 
in existence for seven years, but 
we have done a lot in that time 
period,” said Adkins. “Our first 
endeavor was the parent/school 
compact and that has been very 
successful.” 

The parent/school compact 
consisted of a deal made 
between the schools with parents 
and students. The schools 
promised to offer a challenging 
curriculum and a safe environ¬ 
ment to students and parents 
promised to volunteer at least 
three hours a year at their child’s 
school, to send their children to 
school prepared and to attend 
parent/teacher conferences. 
Students were asked to respect 
their peers and authority figures 
within the school and to ask 
questions all the time, according 
to Adkins. 

“We believe that this is what a 
community needs to become 
viable today,” said Adkins. “We 
need to be productive.” 


The program reaches out to 
new parents in the community to 
help them become accustomed 
to the Romulus schools. 

“Many parents are not famil¬ 
iar with our way of doing things 
in Romulus. Some parents are 
coming from unstructured com¬ 
munities and we want them to 
know and understand our sys¬ 
tem,” said Adkins. “We want to 
come in contact with every one of 
our students parents.” 

Each school has a different 
system. At Cory, the parent coor¬ 
dinator meets individually with 
new parents as they come into 
the school. Other schools have 
monthly meetings for parents, 
but the goal of the program is the 
same. 

“The idea is to have personal 
contact with the parents,” said 
Adkins. “We have found that 
there is less misunderstanding 
about rules and expectations 
using this program.”

Group aids parents of special needs students

Theresa Beard knew that 
there was something wrong with 
her son the day he was born. As 
the weeks went on, her fears 
only worsened. 

“He wouldn’t make eye con¬ 
tact If a light went on, he would¬ 
n’t look,” she remembered. “If 
there was a loud noise, he 
wouldn’t turn his head.” 

Beard’s son - her firstborn 
child - was diagnosed at 8- 
months of age with a severe cog¬ 
nitive impairment Now 11, he 
attends school in a self-con¬ 
tained classroom. Her other 
child, a 6-year-old son, was diag¬ 
nosed with emotional problems 
and has been mainstreamed 
into a kindergarten classroom. 

Beard’s experiences sent her 
to a parent advisory group 
“Special Angels”, formed espe¬ 
cially for parents with special 
needs children. The group, 
which meets once a month at 
Stottlemyer Early Childhood 


and Family Development 
Center, is supported by the 
Wayne-Westland School District 

“There is such-a need,” Beard 
said. “Our group gives parents a 
chance to talk and work out 
problems.” 

The Special Angels support 
group was formed in 1997 when 
the mother of two autistic boys 
approached Wayne-Westland 
Social Worker Sue Wilk, accord¬ 
ing to group member Renee 
Rollins. Wilk was able to find a 
meeting place for the newfound 
group and secure a small bud¬ 
get Even with Wilk’s assistance, 
however, the early years were 
not easy. 

“We bounced around a lot,” 
said Rollins. “It was really hard.” 

Rollins, who has an adult 
daughter with bipolar disorder 
and a 17-year-old son with 
Attention Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder (ADHD), called her son 
“a success story” and credited 
his middle school principal, 
Celestine Sanders, with the start 
of his success. 


‘He started blossoming in 
sixth grade,” Rollins said. “He 
was in a self-contained class¬ 
room and then he began to be 
mainstreamed. Now he’s a high 
school senior and on the honor 
roll. He still receives special 
education services but takes reg¬ 
ular education classes. He does 
a lot of volunteer work and is 
going to Spring Arbor College in 
the fall.” 

Rollins said she tells her son’s 
story to demonstrate to others 
that there is “a light at the end of 
the tunnel.” 

The Special Angels group is 
open to all parents and friends 
of special needs children, 
including those outside the 
Wayne-Westland school district 
There is no specific age range 
for the children, although many 
of the currently participating 
families have elementary 
school-age children, said 
Rollins. 

“It’s OK for parents of older 
children to come,” Rollins said. 
“Special education in (Michigan) 


public schools runs through age 
26.” Rollins also noted that other 
forms of support for parents 
drop dramatically once the child 
reaches his/her teenage years. 

Much of the discussion at 
group meetings focuses on infor¬ 
mation sharing, according to 
Beard. “We talk about how to 
get educational services and 
healthcare services,” she said. 
“We talk about summer camps 
and speech services.” 

“We have an ear to listen,” 
added Rollins. “Don’t be embar¬ 
rassed or ashamed. If we can’t 
help, we will find the informa¬ 
tion for you.” 

The Special Angels meet 
from 6:30 - 8 p.m. on the first 
Thursday of each month 
throughout the school year. 
Meetings are at the Stottlemyer 
Early Childhood and Family 
Development Center, 34801 
Marquette, Westland. Meetings 
are free and childcare is provid¬ 
ed. For more information, call

Judge Brian A. Oakley of the 
34th District Court has 
announced his bid for reelection.

“We are always looking to try 
new programs,” said Oakley. ‘The 
chief judge is starting ‘sobriety 
courts.’ It will be a faster-paced 
handling of court cases. It will 
include an intense follow through 
and relationship between the 
judges and the offenders. To keep 
on top of them, we will meet once 
a week to see how they are 
doing.” 

Oakley and area educators 
have also developed an at-court 
suspension program. The pro¬ 
gram will allow schools and par¬ 
ents to “sentence” a child to a day 
in court when the only other alter¬ 
native is a suspension from school 
and a “free” day at home.

The best laid plans 

‘Doesn’t anyone try to preserve history any more?’ 

It’s an easy feeling for some to foster in the City of Plymouth. 

Gone is the old Daisy Air Rifle plant that once put the city on the 
map. All that remains is a facade, gingerly held in place by thick iron 
braces as construction workers race to build condominiums around it 

The copper beech tree that once dominated the prominent comer 
near Ann Arbor Trail and Union Street is also a thing of the past a vic¬ 
tim of an expensive but botched attempt to relocate it 

The Penn Theater, long a downtown centerpiece, may soon follow a 
similar path. Although the facade and structure will stay the same, it’s 
unlikely that the landmark will remain a movie house. 

It probably won’t matter to those who grump about the vanishing 
past of Plymouth that earnest efforts have been made to preserve it 
They will see only a vacancy where a beautiful tree once flourished, 
condominiums that give a meager nod toward the memory of a once- 
thriving national business that dominated the local scene 

They probably won’t shrug their shoulders, good-naturedly, and 
say. ‘Well, it was worth a shot’ 

They’ll see only the result not the pains that were taken to avoid 
them. The original plan for the tree was for it to provide shade for 
years to come. The original plan for the Daisy Square condominiums 
showed a renovation of the original, historical portion of the former 
air rifle factory; it was only as the remaining parts were stripped away 
that engineers found the bulk of the building to be unstable. At that 
point, it was probably cheaper for workers to take the whole thing 
down and try to recreate it, but the original brick will stay and add 
another historical flourish to a town that is constantly redeveloping 
itself. 

That’s important to remember, as progress continually threatens to 
erode the past We can’t always make our plans stick. Even the best 
made proposals fall victim to things as ordinary as gravity and a lack 
of water. 

These things will be given their proper homage - they are already a 
part of the Plymouth Historical Museum. So history will survive, 
intact You just have to know where to look. 

The pot and the kettle 

If representatives from the State Department of Management and 
Budget take up the invitation from the Northville Township Board of 
Trustees to attend the next study session on the 420-acre former 
Northville Psychiatric Hospital, the meeting may not be as cordial as 
they have been in the past 

That’s because those state representatives have indicated that they 
think township officials have been uncooperative in ongoing attempts 
to sell the land for at least $65 million. 

Uncooperative? That’s the proverbial pot talking to the kettle. 

Members of the township board, the planning commission as well as 
state representatives and senators have been trying to work with the 
state to make the sale of the land - and its subsequent development - 
as beneficial as possible to both parties. 

Without a doubt. Supervisor Marie Abbo will be as polite as always if 
the budget people attend the study session at 6:30 tonight But we think 
he’s got every right to be more than a little annoyed. 

After all, the state has already been negatively impacting the budget 
for the township by reducing state shared revenue Now officials want 
to further that negative impact by imposing a price too high for the 
land. That will ultimately translate into too much development for the 
township infrastructure, a bigger burden on the school system and a

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Quality, not quantity 


There’s been a lot of talk lately 
in the City of Wayne about the 
effects of blight on the communi¬ 
ty and the best ways to get rid of 
it 

It’s something that was identi¬ 
fied by the Wayne 2020 
Committee as one of their top 
priorities, but the effort to control 
and reduce it actually started 
long before that group got togeth¬ 
er. 

In fact it’s easy to agree with 
the assessment of city officials 
when they say the city has been 
on the forefront of blight control 
attempts during the past several 
years. They’ve got a lot of tools 
they use, both positive and nega¬ 
tive reinforcement, and the 
building department, community 
development department and 
the city attorney aren’t shy about 
test-driving new ways to fight the 
problem as soon as they become 
available. 

Still, there’s some debate 
about the best way to make blight 
disappear 

Ideally, everyone would take 
care of their own property 


because they realize they can 
have the biggest effect on this on¬ 
going battle. But for one reason 
or another, that doesn’t always 
happen. Some people don’t care 
about their property or the city, 
others may have fallen on hard 
times and can’t afford to fix up 
their property. And yes, there are 
probably plenty of jerks out there 
that just like to spite their neigh¬ 
bors or the city. 

The issue came to a bit of a 
head last week on a piece of 
property that the city purchased 
through an accelerated process 
that municipalities can now use 
to buy tax-reverted property for 
the cost of the outstanding taxes. 

It could be quite a coup for the 
city - located on Michigan 
Avenue, it was the former site of 
Taylor Doors, a non-descript, 
even ugly building near Venoy 
Road. The city paid about $24,000 
for it, and is marketing it for 
$200,000. That’d be quite a profit, 
but the city can’t keep the extra 
money. All they can do is recoup 
the costs. Anything left over is 
turned over to Wayne County. 


The ques¬ 
tion then 
became: 
should the city market it as is, or 
should the city tear it down and 
market the vacant land? Which 
would be more valuable, in the 
long run? 

Councilman Don Hartford 
brought up the question, and it’s 
easy to see where he’s coming 
from. Sell the building, and the 
city runs the risk of having some¬ 
one purchase it and simply bring 
it up to code before opening a 
business there. Sure, another 
business would supplant a vacant 
building, but we’d be still be 
stuck with an ugly building and a 
potentially under-utilized prop¬ 
erty. Since the extra money is 
going to the county, he said it 
makes sense to put that money 
into the site in hopes that it will 
attract a better development 

He’s got a point The ‘any busi¬ 
ness is better than an empty 
store’ philosophy is what brought 
a proliferation of dollar stores

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and discount grocers to the city. It 
calls to mind an old quote from 
Dennis Miller during one of his 
rants against those types of 
places: ‘Guess what, folks, two of 
(expletive) is still (expletive).’ 

City officials defended the 
plan to market the property as is 
by saying if the building is tom 
down, it might limit options for 
selling the site. There might be

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Wayne police honored 
for exceptional efforts

The City of Wayne honored three police 
officers last week who exhibited extra 
effort to solve some outstanding cases. 

Officer Ben Corney, along with Sgt. 
Edward Johnson and Ofc. Jacob Emerick 
received certificates of commendation for 
two separate cases, according to Wayne 
Police Chief Mike Sumeracki. Corney and 
Johnson have been with the department 
since 1988, and Emerick was hired in 2001. 

The citations are recommended by a 
citation board, made up of department 
members of various ranks, that reviews 
the performance of Wayne police officers, 
he said. 

“We’ve got good guys here,” Sumeracki 
said. ‘Their work is important to the city, 
and they do a good job.” 

Corney was on duty' on Feb. 28, 2004 
when a call came in to Wayne dispatch 
that a red Fbrd pickup truck had just left 
the Wayne Stamping Plant, according to 
Sumeracki. A witness said the driver was 
carrying two bags out of the plant that 
might have contained stolen items. 

Corney saw the truck and initiated a 
traffic stop. 

As he talked to the suspect, Corney saw 
the two bags on the floor of the truck, 
which contained copper welding tips that 
the suspect admitted he had stolen from 
the plant, Sumeracki said. 

Corney arrested the man. and then took 
the extra step, Sumeracki said. He visited 
recycling plants within the area 

“At one of the recycling shops in town, 


he found a barrel with about 100 pounds of 
these tips in it,” Sumeracki said. “At anoth¬ 
er, he found out that the suspect had just 
sold about 85 pounds of them.” 

The investigation allowed Wayne police 
to recover about $8,000 of the estimated 
$16,000 in copper tips that had been stolen 
from the plant, Sumeracki said. 

The other incident took place last year, 
after a string of purse snatchings had been 
reported in October. One of those took 
place on Oct. 23, 2003 and the victim 
reported that she had seen a gray Cadillac 
leaving the scene of the crime, which was 
at the then-Fhrmer Jack’s store. 

Johnson noticed a vehicle at 
Westchester Towers, on Michigan Avenue 
near the scene of the crime. It was a gray 
Lincoln, which he thought was a close 
enough match to warrant further investi¬ 
gation. His quick call to dispatch con¬ 
firmed his hunch - the car had been 
reported stolea 

He called Emerick for back up and the 
two interviewed the owner of the vehicle, 
who said she knew who had taken it. 
When they went into the apartment to 
interview the suspect, the two officers 
noticed a cell phone on a shelf which 
turned out to be from the stolen purse. 

The investigation resulted in the arrest 
of three suspects for the purse snatchings 
as well as other stolen vehicles, Sumeracki 
said. 

“They also cleared out four other 
purse-snatchings that all occurred at the 
Fhrmer Jack’s,” he said. 

Mayor A1 Haidous handed out the com¬ 
mendations last week.

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Inkster police seek help from ‘America’s Most Wanted’

The whole world will soon be looking 
for Carlton Graham. 

That’s because Inkster police investiga¬ 
tors have turned to the long-running FOX 
hit America’s Most Wanted in the hope that 
someone from the public will be able to 
provide a crucial tip that will lead to the 
apprehension of Graham, also known as 
C-Murder, for his alleged role in the shoot¬ 
ing death of 28-year-old Robert Lee 
Foster. 

Producers from the show converged on 
the police department April 5 to tape a 
segment and talk to detectives and mem¬ 
bers of Poster’s family about the case, said 
Det Lt Kevin Smith. 

“We’ve used America’s Most Wanted 
successfully before, and we’re going to use 
everything at our disposal to bring 


(Graham) to jus¬ 
tice,” Smith said. 

Graham contact¬ 
ed police on two 
separate occasions 
from an untrace- 
able cell phone 
shortly after the 
shooting, but inves¬ 
tigators have not 
heard from him 
within the last month, according to police. 

Detective Tony Delgreco, the lead 
investigator on the case, said he believes 
Graham, 21, is still in the Detroit area, 
where he has many family members. 

The case against Graham began Jan. 
25, when shots rang out as Fbster walked 
to his vehicle at the Inkster Parks and 
Recreation Complex on Middlebelt Road. 
Police believe Graham and two accom¬ 
plices planned the shooting. Witnesses 


have indicated to 
investigators that 
Graham fired the 
shots. 

Nathanial Love, 
30, is an acquain¬ 
tance of Graham’s 
and is believed to be 
the mastermind 
behind the Jan. 25 
shooting, Delgreco 
said. But Judge James McCartney of the 
22nd District Court dismissed the first- 
degree murder case against Love after a 
Feb. 11 pre-examination determined that 
a Wayne County Prosecutor failed to 
swear in Jeanetta Epps, who police 
believe is also involved in the shooting, 
before she testified under an investigative 
subpoena 

At the preexamination, Epps recanted 
her original statement - which implicated 


Love and Graham in the fatal shooting of 
Foster - on the stand. Because the first 
statement couldn’t be entered into evi¬ 
dence, prosecutors could not use it to 
impeach conflicting testimony. 

When apprehended, Graham will face 
a first-degree murder charge, which in 
Michigan is punishable by life imprison¬ 
ment with no chance of parole. 

“We’re determined to bring an end to 
this case. It might not be today, or tomor¬ 
row or next week, but we will do every¬ 
thing we can to bring this to a satisfactory 
conclusion,” Smith said. 

The show featuring Graham will be 
televised at 9 p.m. Saturday, April 24 on 
FOX-2.

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Qjcal thespians to 
appear in Livonia play

Crime may not pay for the small-time 
crooks in George E Walker’s play. Criminal 
Genius , but the continued popularity of the 
story suggests that crime can entertaia 

That’s one of the reasons Jack In The 
Box productions, under the auspices of 
the Livonia Art Commission, chose the 
play as the spring offering, according to 
director Kathleen Sugamosto. 

The comedy revolves around the antics 
of several second-rate criminals hired by 
the mob. The story focuses on a bumbling 
father and son team, played by Wayne 
Weber of Warren and Eric Donovan of 
Plymouth. The men are hired by Shirley ' 
‘the Pearl’’ Katakis, played by Jennifer 
Harvey of Northville, to burn down a 
restaurant run by a mob boss. Katakis is 
herself employed by a rival mob boss, 
Sugamosto explained. 

The men balk at the potential violence 
of the arson, and instead decide to kidnap 
the cook. Amanda (Deb Dworkin of Royal 
Oak.) This turns out to be a very poor deci¬ 
sion, as Amanda is the estranged daughter 
of the mob boss. A genial, drunken motel 
manager (Alonzo Luzod of Farmington 
Hills) tries to sort out the chaos around 
him and provides additional comic relief. 

“What we’re dealing with are some 
very inept guys doing the things they do,” 
said Harvey. 

According to her, watching the half-wit¬ 
ted criminals try to sort out their problems 
and regain control over the situation is 
what makes the play entertaining. 


“It’s kind of like the Cops TV show,” 
said Harvey. “I think a lot of people are 
into reality TV shows (and) it’s very funny 
to see these criminals in action 

The group selected the play in part 
because even though it is very popular, it 
is rarely presented. 

“When this production ran at the 
Purple Rose (Theater in Chelsea), its pop¬ 
ularity made the theater increase its run,” 
said Harvey. She added that the group 
liked to bring fresh material to the com¬ 
munity, rather than staging yet another 
showing of theater classics like Oklahoma 
or the Sound of Music. 

The show is not recommended for chil¬ 
dren under 13 years of age, Harvey said, 
because the script contains profanity, as 
well as ‘gunfire’ from starter pistols. Still, 
she said that she would not want to exag¬ 
gerate the amount of adult language it con¬ 
tains. 

“Some of the junk you see on TV every 
night at 8 is much worse; the play just has 
some profanity,” she said, 

Show times are 8 p.m. April 16, 17, 23, 
and 24 in the Livonia Civic Center Library 
Auditorium. The auditorium is located off 
Five Mile Road between Merriman and 
Farmington roads. All tickets are $10. 

“We like to bring affordable produc¬ 
tions to the community,” said Harvey. 

Criminal Genius is the 16th show staged 
by Jack-in-the-Box Productions since it 
was founded in 1996.

Chocolate tasting event benefits historic Nankin Mill

It was a decadent dream or a 
dieter’s nightmare. 

Either way, the Friends of 
Nankin Mills enticed residents to 
join them for “Sweet Spring,” a 
dessert and chocolate tasting 
early this month. 

The event took place at the 
Nankin Mills Interpretive Center 
and was organized to help fund 
improvements to the facility, 
according to Denise Johnson, 
president of the Friends of 
Nankin Mills. 

The interpretive center tells 
the natural and cultural history 
of the Nankin Mill and the Rouge 
River watershed, according to 
the organization. 

Last year, about 18,000 people 
visited the mill and the interpre¬ 


tive center to take part in activi¬ 
ties, provided by the Friends of 
Nankin Mills. 

The Friends of Nankin Mills 
was established in 1988. The 
group works in collaboration 
with the Wayne County Parks 
Department to improve and 
restore the old mill and ensure 
that it remains a community 
resource for years to come. 

The mill has served Wayne 
County since 1842. There have 
been two mills on the site. The 
first opened in 1835 and was 
destroyed by fire in 1842. It is 
believed that the mill may have 
been a stop on the Underground 
Railroad that guided slaves 
across the border into Canada 
and freedom. Some believe that 
the mill was burned because of 
that participation in harboring 
fugitive slaves. Samuel Harden- 


burgh built the present mill in 
1863. 

As a child, Henry Ford visited 
the mill on trips to the area with 
his father In 1918, the automak¬ 
er bought the mill and turned it 
into a factory, one of several con¬ 
verted mills throughout the area. 
One of the incentives was the 
hydroelectric power that the 
mills had the potential to har¬ 
ness. The other was the desire to 
stabilize the economy in farming 
communities, so that farmers 
would not have to leave the land 
to find employment 

About $600 was generated at 
the Sweet Spring event accord¬ 
ing to Marty Johnson. Cakes, 
chocolates, and other treats were 
available to sample as well as 
purchase. One of the big draws 
was chocolate covered spoons 
made by Barbara Lee with her 


daughter, Gabrielle, and Denise 
Johnson. The spoons were 
dipped in melted chocolate and 
hardened. Then they are stirred 
into a cup of coffee. 

“Everybody had a good time,” 
Marty Johnson said. “We raised 
money for a good cause that will 
help to bring more events at the 
mill to the public.” 

Contributions went to funding 
exhibits, assisting with activities, 
and craft events that the Friends 
of Nankin Mills provide to visi¬ 
tors, Denise Johnson said. 

“Supporting the Friends of 
Nankin Mills allows us to add 
exhibits and enhance the experi¬ 
ence for families who come to 
visit,” Johnson said.
